There seems to he considerable* in- 
tlifferenre and lack of Jnterst among 
the formers in this vicinity in re­ 
gard to tIn* proposed experiment sfa 
tion to be established at Palmyra.

periments carried on there and at 
the various other fields throughout 
the state 
Af td-ese meiings, many 
of the data and f a d s obtained as the 
rc.-ult of these tists, are presented 
and explained 
to the audience by 
the instructors or investigators who 
have done, the work or had its super­ 
vision. In many instances these re­ 
sults are most, conclusive and con­ 
vincing.

work is mere book farming, nr the­ 


o r y, and will not work out in actual 
practice. 
Nothing can be farther 
from the truth. The theories of the 
investigators along different lines of 
soil analysis, fertility, etc., are put 
to tin- test by experiments under var­ 
ious conditions, and either proven 
or disprove*» and facts established by 
the actual results obtained.
